PARIS, Sept. 23.—Lord Cushendun, 
Acting British Foreign Secretary, 
who is one of the chief authors of 
the Franco-British naval understand- 
ing, spent this morning in Paris at 
the British Embassy on his way 
from the League of Nations session 
in Geneva. With Prime Minister 
Baldwin he left at noon for London. 

. After discussing the matter at 
length with Lord Cushendun, I am 
able to give the following outline of 
the attitude of the British Govern- 
ment regarding the much-discussed 
common position taken by .London 
and Paris with respect to the pro- 


posed limitation of cruisers and sub-|' © - 


marines: 
The British Government looks for-

ion by America on the proposed plan. 
London hopec Washington would 
agree to what in the minds of the 
British officials was put forward as, 
a suggestion. If Washington chooses {3 
mot to accept it, London would wel-4; 
come an indication by Washington |’ 
of the possibilities of a plan«jon 
which all the naval poweng,cduld 
agree. The Critizh Government'seeks 
a basis on which an agreement can 
be reached on the issues which failed 
of solution at the Geneva conference 
last year. 


Willing to Limit Small Cruisers. 


It is quite wnfair, the British Goy-} 
@rnment holds, for it to be said 
that the Franco-British suggestion 
amounts to England refusing to limit 
small cruisers. The contrary is held 
to be true, and England stands quite 
ready to limit smaller cruisers on the 
basis of parity with America, How- 
ever, England insists on her need for 
emaller cruisers anc cannot under- 
stand why cruisers of 4,000 and 5,000 
tons cannot be placed in a. class 
separate from cruisers of 10,000 tons, 
just as. battleships were placed in a 
separate class from cruiscrs. 

The French had held out for global 
tonnage limitation applying to whole 
fleets, with the respective nations re- 
taining the right to use that tonnage 
as it saw fit. The British had asked 
for -the division of ships 
into nine classes. America wished /o 
limitation by classes, but would in- 
clude all cruisers in one class. Hith- 
erto, therefore, the British hold, they 
have been nearer to the American 
Position. than to the French position. 

The bet age say they have now got 
the French to consent to a degree of 
classification which, while not. limit- 
ing small cruisers, does limit. large 
cruisers and thus seems. to extend 
the principle of limitation by classes. 
In a spirit of compromise, the Brit- 
ish say, they accepted partially the 
French position against the limita- 
tion of submarines by agrecing to 
larger submarines, 

It is the British argument that,  in- 
@smuch as the French and British 
differences .on naval matters. had’ 
been so much discusséd at Geneva, 
it was but natural for them to iron 
cut their differences first and then 
seek to obtain the adherence of other 
powers.

the League of Nations will be a 
thapter added to the history of post- 
“war ‘reconstruction. Two items of 
jor importenee mark the course 
the presehitéd¥sion 
First. was the saalaasl of official 
negotiations for the revision of repa- 
rations which may lead to evacuation 
of the Rhineland. However, this 
happened quite outside the League, 
but was made possible by the meré 
fact that the .annual Assembly 
brought the representatives of the 
great powers naturally together. 
Therefore the League takes partial 
credit for whatever may be achieved 
along this ‘line. 
The second item has been continu- 
ation of the struggle to bring about 
a general disarmament conference. 


This has been marked by the same- 


sort of disputes and muddling as at 
previous meetings.’ And so the actual 
date when the nations of the world 
may show practical faith in their 
solemn declarations to guarantee 
general peace and security through 
renunciation of war seems as distant 
as ever. 

Over the entire Assembly, especiai- 
ly during the Rhineland discussions 
and the disarmament debate, has 
rested, as is always the case now- 
adays at almost any great interna- 
tional conference, the shadow of the 
United States. Since first meeting on 
Sept. 3 every delegate here, while 
scarcely ever mentioning the word 
aloud, has been thinking of Wash- 
ington and what W n wii) 
think and what Washington will do— 

or not do. 

Although American entry into the 
World War undoubtedly was dic- 
tated by great humanitarian reasons, 
it is now entirely clear-that from the 
economic. standpoint the . world’s 
axis, which formerly was in Eng- 
land, has been transported across the 
Atlantic. And ten years after the 
war Europe still finds herself face to 
face with. problems that are becom- 
ing increasingly difficult, namely 
reparations and debts. 

oday the formidable hold of the 
United States upon the entire world 
is felt in all domains of human ac- 
tivity. There is nothing theoretical 
about it.’ It is entirely practical and 
material. The strength of the United 


States is in its union of common- 


wealths with common interests. The 
weakness of Europe is in the amal- 
gamation of peoples whose interests 
should be in.common ‘but whose ob- 
ectives are wp td org The day that 
he European States understand each 
other economically Europe’s risks of 
war will be lessened, the tasks of 
her diplomats ‘li htened and her en- 
tire future brightened.

Hidden in Two_ Different 
Houses, Robbed of Money and 
Ring, He Tells Police. 


THREATS AROUSED HARLEM 


Heard Victim Had Telephoned Fear 
of Death and Asked That 
Hunt Be Called Off. 


Casper Holstein,. wealthy Harlem 
negro, kidnapped by white men early 
on Friday morning and. reported 
held for $50,000 ransom was freed 
at 140th Street and Amsterdam 
Avenue at.2 A. M. today. He had 
been held prisoner in two different 
houses until last night, and then had 
been driven, blindfolded and gagged, 
“a long way,’’ he said and before 
his captors put him out of the auto- 
mobile one of them. handed him 
three one dollar bills for taxicab fare 
to his home in 144th Street, a few 
doors from Seventh Avenue. 

Instead of going home, he went to 
the Turf Club at 111 West 136th 
Street, of which he is President, and 
there was greeted enthusiastically by 
his clubmates and friends, who had 
feared he would be killed, Then he 
went to the West 135th Street sta- 
tion, where he sat for more than an 
hour telling the detectives his story 


of what happened since Friday 
morning. 


Seized Near Home, He Says. 


Holstein said that shortly after 
Thursday midnight he went to call 
on a friend at - 225 West 146th 
Street but failing to find his friend 


at home he started for his own home, 
on foot. He had reached within a 
few doors of his home on 144th 
Street, he said, when an automobile 
drew up at the curb and several 
white men with pistols in their hands 
jumped out. He said he saw alto- 
gether five white men and there 
were two white women in the car. 
He added that the men pretended 
to be policemen. 

“‘We want you-at headquarters,” 
one of them said to him as they hus- 
tled him into the machine. 

He said that he told them he was 
quite willing to go to headquarters, 
though he did not know any reason 
for such action. One of the men then 
hit him on the head with the butt of 
his pistol, he said, and the others 


beat him also. 

Then they Bag ed.and blindfolded 
him, he said, he became uncon- 
scious, but froma Fav consciousness 
on the ride. ‘The car, he went on, 
pulled up at a house and he was 
taken inside and put in a bedroom. 
The bandage over his eyes was re- 
moved, his money, about $72, and a 
diamond ring worth $2,000 were 
taken from him and his hands and 
feet securely bound with wire and 
cloth. 

Continuing his story, he said he 
was put on the floor with two of the 
captors standing guard over him. 
After spending several hours in this 
house, he was again blindfolded, 
taken to an automobile and driven 
to another house. This house was 
somewhere near the first one. where 
he was first held, he thought, for the 
drive there was short. 


Food Offered Him. 


In the second house he was held 
prisoner all Saturday, he said and 
on Saturday night was taken back 
to the first house and egain put in 


the bedroom. In this cas also he was. 


blindfolded so that he was unable to 
see the houses or lacality where he 
was held. 

Food was offered him several 
times,: he said, but he could not eat. 

Late Sunday. night one of his cap- 
tors told him that he would be freed 
and would not be harmed. 

**You got a raw deal,’”” he quoted 
this man as saying to him. s dia- 
mond ring was returned to him but 
his captors kept the $72 they. had 
taken from him, he added. 

At no time was any demand made 
for ransom- and money was not

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—A ques- 
tionnaire is being sent out by Henry. 
H. Curran, President of the Associ- 
ation Against the Prohibition Amend- 
ment, asking delegates to the Repub- 
lican and Democratic State Conven- 
tions in New York whether they will 
vote to ignore or give recognition in 
their State platforms to the refer- 
endum in 1926 in which, Mr. Curran 
says, 1,763,070 voted for Congression- 
al modification of the Volstead law

The Republican State Convention in 
New York will be held on Sept. 28 
and the Democratic Convention on 
Oct. 1. The text of the questionnaire 
follows: 

"1. Do you favor repeal or amend- 
ment of the Highteenth Amendment 


to the -Constitution of the United 
States? If amendment, how? 

“2, Do you favor repeal or modifi- 
cation of the Volstead act? If you 
favor modification, will you support 
for incorporation in the New York 
State platform'a plank favoring the 
form of modification endorsed by the 
voters of New York State in the Ref- 
erendum of 1926 by a vote of 1,763,- 
070: against 593,484? 

*"*The question voted on in the 1926 
referendum follows: ‘Should the Con- 
er ess of the United States Tr the 

ederal Act to .Enforce the Bigh- 
teenth Amendment so that the same 
shall not prohibit the manufacture, 
sale, transportation, importation or 
pe agg of beverages which are 
not in fact intoxicati as deter- 
mined in accordance with the laws

HONOLULU, Sept. 23.—A threaten- 
ing crowd which congregated around 
the Honolulu jail, 
Fukunaga, the young Japanese kid- 
napper and slayer of 10-year-old Gill 
Jamieson, son of a Honolulu banter, 
is held,.was. dispersed today by jets 
of cold..water directed by firemen. 

‘The young’ Japanese, who carried 
out | his crime in much the same 
fashian as. did Edward E. Hickman, 
youthful, Slayer of ‘Marion Parker, 
daughtet’ of a Los Angeles banker, 
remained unperturbed as the jeers 
of the crowd outside the jail reached 
his ears.. He speaks excellent Hng- 
lish and was graduated at the head 
of his Class in high school here, .He 
is 19 years old.

Victim Made Grim Struggle. 


After a struggle, in which the 
banker’s ten-year-old son almost 
over-powered the Japanese, the kid- 
napper struck the youth with a blunt 
instrument, knocked. him. unconsci- 
ous and then strangled him. The 


body, covered with a cross made of 
sticks tied with strings, was found 
on Thursday on the bank of a canal 
near the fashionable Royal Hawaiian 
Hotel. 

The killer also confessed that he 
killed the boy because ‘kidnapping 
never works unless you do.’ 

The Japanese returned to’ his room 
after the killing and wrote thé ran- 
som note to the boy’s father, Fred- 
erick Jamieson, Vice President of the 
Hawaiian Trust Company. The father 
met the kidnapper and paid him 
$4,000 for the return of the boy. In 
his anxiety for the child’s welfare the 
parent did not permit police detec- 
tives ie accompany. him when he met 
the killer. 

An enraged community headed by 
a vigilante committee was, today

ession of the Japanese. Like Hick- 
man, he knew his victim, having met 
him while. the child was a atient, 
several weeks ago, at the Queen's 
Hospital, where kunaga operated 
an élevator.

‘SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, Sept. 23.— 
Red Cross officials doing hurricane 
relief work in Porto Rico are now 
facing a w > with an outbréak of 
influenza of threatening charactér. A 
meeting here today of doctors from 
all the cities of the island stowed 
that no city had escaped “ang * <that 
many had thousands of c&sés.’ 

The naval transport Bridge,’ Which 
arrived here early this morning with 
food and relief supplies from New 
York, brought two field hospitals, 
which will be strategically located to 
relieve the sufferers. San Juan has 
two emergency hospitals in opera- 
tion, ‘with pneumonia cases in the 
majority. Dr. P. N. Ortiz, Director 
of Health, has 500 tents which he 
is apportioning as small field hos- 
pitals under department supervision. 

The Red Cross has the food situa- 
tion well in hand and is devoting 
time now to getting truckloads of 
lumber into the interior for recon- 
struction of the huts of the jakaros, 
or peasants. 


First Relief Train Today. 


Representatives from thirty-eight 
of the seventy-seven island towns re- 
porting at a Red Cross meeting here 
today brought word of thousands of 
eases of sickness after the storm, 
virtually all influenza. These munici- 
palities reported 210 dead, 2,771 in- 
jured and 284,000 homeless. 

The first train since the storm will 
leave tomorrow with lumber and 


other building materials for the in- 
terior. Every truck in the island is. 
at work. and boats also are being used 
to transport-supplies. 

The work of the Red Cross is grow- 
ing simpler each day. Street cars 
are again running in San Juan, elec- 
tric service is improving daily and

So he seeks to shield himself 
and his record behind a relizious is- 
sue, an issue which he himself raises }: 
unfairly in this campaign. 

“Governor Smith has personally 
charged that I opposed him because 
he is a Catholic when I spoke at 
Svringfield to another. conference of ! 

When Governor Smith 
says that, he is hiding behind his 
own church because he is afraid to 
come out and face the record that 
he has made.as a champion of the 
liquor traffic.

Denies Failure of Enforcement. 


“Prohibition has not failed of en- 
forcement, nor have the rank and 
file of the American people. aban- 
doned obedience to it during.this and 
the past Administration...

NO SIGN OF ‘MUZZLING’ MOVE. 


Washington Sees No Indication of 
Stopping Mrs. Willebrandt’s Talk. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23. — The 
speech made at Lorain tonight by 
Mrs. Willebrandt is the second of its 
kind by her. If there is any disposi- 
tion in the administration or in the 
Department of Justice to muzzle her 
speech-making activities in criticism 
of Governor Smith, no inkling has 
been given in any official quarter. 

As this was the second speech of 
the same kind which Mrs. Wille- 
brandt had delivered before a similar 
body, disposition here is to feel that 
Mrs. Willebrandt is determined not 
to allow herself to be checked. Her 
Springfield speech aroused con- 
siderable criticism among Governor 
Smith’s followers, who argued that 
a8 an official of the Department of 
Justice she should not be permitted 
to stir up religious bodies in what 
they regard as a fashion. 

At that time it was rumored that 
Mrs. Willebrandt would arpa g dis- 
continue her speechmaking. It was 
thought that some leaders Feit seek 
to persuade her that her utterances 
might be injurious to Mr. Hoover's 
candidacy.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 23.— 
Once more Tennessee has become a 
political battleground in a Presiden- 
tial year. Its electorate is torn by 
conflicting emotions. 

Not only is the State allocated to 
the doubtful column by common 

eement. but its political situation 
offers perplexities that give little in- 
dication of what its trend may be. 
ere..a set. of parent facts 
points ‘the direction in which the 
votes of ge os ‘or Pag class 
May go on election day, the impor- 
tance of that indication is counter- 
balanced by another set of apparent 
facts pointing to an opposite trend. 

All this applies to the Presidential 
Situation. The difference is not as 
pronounced with reference to the 
contests for United States Senator, 
Governor and State officers. 

Impartial observers and a good 
many politicians of both sides agree 
that Senator Kenneth McKellar is 
assured of re-election and that the 
chances favor, although to a lesser 
degree, the choice of Governor Hor- 
ton, the Democratic incumbent, who 
is his party’s nominee to succeed 
himself. 

The big fight centres in Tennes- 
see’s twelve electoral votes. The Re- 
publican organization is making a 
most intensive effort to get those 
twelve electoral votes for Herbert 
Hoover. Its attitude with respect to 
the Senatorship, Governor and State 
officers, is being interpreted as 
meaning that it is putting its hopes 
in a big vote for Hoover that will 
carry the rest of the Republican 
ticket along with it. ; 

Here, as in other Southern States 
in which the anti-Smith Democrats 
have cstablished headquarters, che 
reguizr Democrats voice the accusa- 
tion thrit these party bolters are op- 
posed to the New York Governor’s 
election as President because he is 
a Catholic. This slant, however, is| 
not ss nronounced in Tennessee as | 
it is in Virginia and North Carolina.

Church Opposition to Smith. 


Opposition to the Democratic Presi- 
dential candidate on the part of the 
clergy is said to be widespread

The Pres- 
byterians are represented as split in 
their political tendencies. The Epis- 
copalian clergymen, like members cf 
their faith in other Southern States, 
are pretty generally keeping out of 
the political situation. 

The Democratic regular organiza- 
tion leaders felt that they had cause 
for congratulation when O, K. Holla- 
woe 8 former State Senator and 
author of Tennessee’s prohibition 
law, came out for Governor Smith’s 
candidacy. His open advocacy of 
the  anti-prohibition . nominee for 
President was not expected. 

But there are other anomalies of 
this remarkable contest. Three coun- 
try newspapers, owned by former 
members of the Ku Klux Klan, have 
announced that they will support 
Governor Smith. The State Demo- 
cratic organization leaders are lined 
up solidly in his behalf and many of 
them are out-and-out prohibitionists. 
Representative Cordell Hull, who 
was put forward as the candidate 
the drys for the Presidential nominda- 
tion at Houston, came out strongiy 
for Governor Smith’s election in a 
speech he delivered Saturday night. 

What some political ‘observers de- 
scribe as another anomaly, but in an 
opposite direction, is that certain Re- 

ublican counties where there is a 
arge German and Irish population, 
chiefly Catholic, are not showing 
ac sign of abandoning their Re- 
publican allegiance. This is said by 
workers of that party to be particu- 
larly true of the Republican Catho- 
lics of Lawrence County, the home 
of Marion Richardson, manager of 
the Republican State campaign: 

In acon County, the home of 
John’ W. Butler, who wrote the 
famous Tennessee Anti-Evolution 
law that led to the Scopes trial at 
Dayton, there is said to be no Demo- 
cratic defection on account of Gov- 
ernor Smith’s religion. This is a 
county of strong Republican lean- 
ings in the foothills of the Cumber- 
land Mountains. Practically all the 
Democrats are credited with being 
for Governor Smith’s candidacy. 


Drys Support Smith. 


Bishop Horace M. Du Bose, Senior 
Bishop of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, in Tennessee, ap- 
pears to be setting the example for 
others of the clergy of his faith to 
oppese Governor Smith. He is a 
Democrat. 

But a Mississippi Bishop of the 
African Methodist Church announced 
while in Memphis thet he was for 


the New Yorker. There seems to be; 


considerable defection from the FRe- 
publican Party among the negroes, 
but how widespread it is has not 
been determined. 

It is easily seen why the Presiden- 
tial aspect of Tennessee’s political 
campaign is so perplexing and pre- 
vents tco much uncertainty to jus- 
tify a prediction as to how the State 
What is of 
importance in attempting to plumb a 
situation that does not lend itself 
readily to understanding that 
there was no prohibition issue in 
Tennessee until Governor Smith was 
chosen by the Democratic Party to 
be its nominee for President. 

Leaders of both major parties were 
stanch advocates of maintaining the 
Eighteenth Amendment and the Vol- 
stead act. But in spite of their con- 
sistent attitude in this respect the 
fame leaders in the Democratic 
Party are giving loyal support to the 
national ticket. Governor Horton, a 
determined. prohibitionist,. is advo- 
cating the election of Smith electors 
while conducting his own campaign 
as a Gubernatorial candidate on a 
platform that does not coincide with 
the national candidate’s anti-prohibi- 
tion views. 

As everybody knows who knows 
anything about American politics, 
Tennessee. gave its electoral vote to 
the Republican nationa] ticket in 
1920. The majority for Warren G. 
Harding that year was only 13,271. 
In 1924 the State went Democratic in 
the Presidential contest by nearly 
28,000. -In 1924 Robert M. La Fol- 
lette, the Presidential candidate of 
the Progressive or third party, re- 
ceived 10.656 votes to 158,404 for 
John W. Davis, the Democratic can- 
didate, and 130,882 for President 
Coclidge. 

But since Tennessee left its tradi- 
tional adherence to the Democratic 
solid South eight years ago, the Re- 
pnublicans have contended that the 
State was doubtful politically and 
this year they are maintaining that 
they are likely to capture its elec- 
toral vote again by a fair majority. 


Immigration and Water Power 
Bitter factional quarrels in both 
parties resulted from the recent pri- 


m contests. Both sides are as- 
serting, however, that these disputes 
have been settled and that *>harmony 
prevails within the ranks of each 
party. Whether the scars left by 
these. animosities will show in the 
returns has not appeared. 

In addition to prohibition and, as 
the regular Democrats claim, reli- 
gion, issues that figure in the na- 
tional’ campaign in Tennessee are 
immigration and water power. With 
a large native-born population, the 
state is strongly opposed: to any 
modification of the current immigra- 
tion quota law and Governor Smith 
is being subjected to some criticism 
for the views on the subject. ex- 
pressed in his speech of acceptance.

“LONDON,” Sept. - 23.—Harrassed 
British. taxpayers have been respon- 
sible indirectly for ending Great 
Britain’s historic Armenian policy. 
‘Other Buropean nations, including 


Germany, alréady have agreed ‘to 


contribute toward the costs of repa- 
triating Armenian ‘refugees in the 
Soviet Republic. of Armenia under 
Dr. Fridtjof .Nansen’s scheme, Lord 
Cushendun, however, announced be- 
fore the League of Nations Commis- 
sion last week that! Great Britain 
firmly. declined to put forward funds 
for such an enterprise. In his refusal 
he had one eye on the taxpayer at 
home, weary of ever-increasing Gov- 
ernment expenditures. .

LONG BEACH, L. I., Sept. 23.— 
Jack Mackié Jr:, young Inwood golf- 
er, and a.former State champion, 
made.a gallant uphill fight to. defeat 
George T. Dunlap Jr., 19-year-old 
Princeton: sophomore, in the final 
match of the annual Fall invitation 
tournament at the Lido Country 
Club: here today.

Mackie took advantage of Dun- 
lap’s lapse and squared the match 
on the thirteenth hole. The Inwood 
player won the fourteenth and was 
1 up on Dunlap, but the latter 
steadied after this and squared the 
match on the eighteenth hole. The 
nineteenth hole was played under 
high tension, which snapped imme- 
diately after Mackie sank a difficult 
putt to take the match. 

Dunlap Plays Steadily. 

Dunlap ‘played a steady game for 
the first nine holes. He took com- 
mané at the first when he shot a 
par 4 to Mackie’s 6. A birdie 3 at 
the second and a par 38 to his rival’s 
4 at the third gave the Princeton 
player a lead of 3 up.

BILLY ROGAP DIES: 
WAS SPORTS LEADER 


Former Boxing Official, Referee 
and Newspaper Man Passes: 
Away at Merion, Pa. 


ONE-TIME RING CHAMPION 


Gained Fame as Amateur Boxer— 
Was Noted as Authority on In- 
ternational Polo. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 23. — Wil- 
liam H. (Billy) Rocap,’ former Chair- 
man of the Pennsylvania State Ath- 
letic Commission,: boxing referee, 
sports expert and one-time Philadel- 
phia newspaper man, died today at 
his home in Merion from pneumonia. 
He had not recovered from a stroke 
of paralysis and acute indigestion 
suffered in July. He was 63. 

During his lifetime Rocap had in- 
dulged in or had become a Critic and 
expert in many branches of sport. 
He was a boxer, an oarsman and a 
trackman. In polo he was an au- 
thority and was credited with having 
been one of the world’s best in- 
formed newspapermen on that sport. 

His knowledge of polo was the 
means of -his. going to Hempstead, 
England, with the American polo 
team in 1912 as official timekeeper. 
The American poloists brought back 
the International Cup. 

He was the first Chairman of the 
Pennsylvania State Athletic Commis- 
sion, having been appointed to that 
— upon its creation by former 

vernor Gifford Pinchot. He re- 
signed early in June, 1926, following 
several controversies with the Gov- 
ernor. Frank Wiener then was ap- 
pointed to fill the chairmanship. 

In his youth Rocap was a track 
and field star. He aiso reigned as 
amateur featherweight boxing cham- 
pion. Most of his lifetime was de- 
voted to newspaper work along 
sports lines. For many years he was 
boxing editor and then sports editor 
of the Philadelphia Public Ledger. 

Just prior to his death he had as- 
sociated himself with the Arena Box- 
ing Club and had filled an executive 

sition as assistant director of the 

unicipal Stadium. He also was as- 


sociated with the Penn Athletic 
Club.

At a recent meeting of the State 
Athletic Commission ‘Matchmaker 
McArdle was advised to proceed as 
he thought best in the rather dis- 
cou ef task of getting Dundee to 
defend his title in a New York ring, 
where he won the Romer gh pone! 

McArdle has Thompson. signed to a 
blanket contract providing for a 
match against the best available 
welterweight, Dundee preferred; in- 
dicating that the negro who knocked 
out Dundee in a non-championship 


match is indifferent as to his oppo- 
nent. 


Commission Approval Expected. 

It is anticipated that McArdle’s pro- 
posed Dundee-Thompson match will 
receive the approval of the commis- 
sion, particularly. in view of the fact 
that the matchmaker plans to insure 
a title meeting for the winner of the 
Sergeant Sammy Baker-Young Cor- 
bett 3d twelve-round bout to be held 
by Promoter. Humbert Fugazy at 
Ebbets Field Wednesday. night. Ba- 
ker and Corbett are clamorous chal- 
lengers for the 147-pound title, al- 


though neither holds the box-office 
appeal attachi to Thompson as a 
a ei of his knockout achieve- 
ment. 

At the same time, however, the 
title chance he has n denied so 
long should be the reward for Baker 
if he succeeds in beating Corbett 
Wednesday night. Many believe he 
won in the previous encounter with 
Corbett, the official decision to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 


Rickard Off Big Purses, 
Mickey Walker, world’s middle- 
weight champion, may box for Pro- 
moter Rickard in Madison Square 
Garden if the Rumson lad with the 
infectious smile desires, but it must 
be for a more reasonable sum than 
that $250,000 Manager Jack Kearns 
is demanding, and not against first- 
class heavyweight material.

In his address at the beginning of 
the Fall term at Dartmouth, Presi- 
dent HOPKINS said what many un- 
distinguished citizens must be say- 
ing or thinking. Two men highly 
fit to be President have been nomi- 
nated. The country is sure to have 
an able and upright President, but 
too much of the “popular discus- 
sion” in the campaign is irrelevant 
or idiotic. Says Dr. HOPKINS: 

Temperaments, personal habits, 
domestic relationships, racial an- 
tecedents, religious affiliations and 
even physical appearance are dis- 
cussed for hours, usually falsely 
and always cheaply, unworthy of 
the limited intelligence of those 
participating in the discussion. 

This has often, if not usually, 
been the case. People who devote 
themselves to the noble art of 
“talking politics” in a Presidential 
year are likely to disengage more 
heat than light. We may explain 
this, if we like, by an unconscious 
tendency to make their man a god 
and the other fellow a devil who 
can’t be painted black enough. There 
is a wealth of unsavoriness in this 
canvass, but as compared with that 
of the contest between JACKSON and 
J. Q. ADAMS in 1828 it is mild and 
fragrant, allowing for the immense- 
ly greater modern means of dis- 
seminating falsehoods. 

It can’t be expected that millions 
will consider political matters with- 
out partiality, prejudice and with 
full knowledge. Man, as has been 
said, is a reasoning rather than a 
reasonable animal; and there is no 
law against wrong-headedness. The 
considerations whose inclusion in 
political argument Dr. HOPKINS de- 
plores. enter unconsciously into many 
other spheres than the political. 
Even in the bosoms of college trus- 
tees and faculties they are zome- 
times felt and sometimes have pre- 
vailed when a President or a Pro- 
fessor is to be selected. One can 
only hope that, on the whole, error 
will balance error and lie lie. 

The part that extraneous issues, 
whispered or bellowed, have to do 
with the great decision is easily cx- 
aggerated. Moreover, in “ talking 
politics” people are apt to say a 
good deal more than they mean and 
even to say what they don’t mean.. 
No doubt all sorts of queer reasons 
for voting one way or the other are 
given; but there is a great deal of 
deceptive humor among them. There 
is a certain amount of blind, credu- 
lous passion that can’t be persuaded 
or dealt with rationally. But through 
all the hullabaloo and the rain of 
inventions and calumnies, on one 
side or the other, there must be a.

.tween an elected and an appointed 


Judge. Since the new Judge of the 
Court of Appeals is, in any case, to 
be elected, either jointly by the 
parties or after a contest between 
them, the peril to the New York 
system of an elected judiciary can 
hardly be so great as Mr. MACHOLD 
solemnly argues. On the other 
hand, something is to be said for 
taking one step at a time in bring- 
ing about a reform, and for keeping 
the choice of Judges for our highest 
court separate from the question of 
@ bi-partisan judiciary in the lower 
tribunals. 

However the matter may finally 
shape itself, the need of obtaining a 
Judge of the finest ability, most 
tested experience and highest char- 
acter for the Court of Appeals 
should never be lost sight of in the 
dust kicked up by partisan squab- 
bles. That court has today, even 
outside this State, an enviable repu- 
tation for learning which it is ever 
ready to place at the service of com- 
mon sense. New York should be 


‘searched to find a man worthy to 


sit with the eminent Judges already 
on that bench. 





THE NEW OPIUM WAR CHAPTER 


This particular war, waged under 
the countenance of the Council of 
the League of Nations, has only be- 
gun. As Mr. JOHN P. GAVviT has 
said: “Thus far there have been 
“no victories save for the common 
“enemy.” But this week a new chap- 
ter is entered upon. The Geneva 
Convention having been ratified by 
the required number of nations is 
now incorporate in the body of ac- 
cepted international law. The United 
States has not ratified the conven- 
tion, but it can’t remain neutral in 
this new campaign of world-wide 
reach to limit the manufacture, sale 
and use of narcotic drugs. This 
country is, in fact, under the pro- 
visions of an earlier international 
engagement, the Hague Convention, 
already pledged to cooperation as 
well as to self-limitation. in manu- 
facture, sale and use. 

The Geneva Convention provides 
for the setting up of a “Central 
Board” of eight persons, to be ap- 
pointed by the Council of the League, 
whose principal function it shall be 
to keep watch of the international 
traffic in narcotics and to notify 
the Governments when it is illicit. 
That information will not be with- 
held from Governments outside of 
of the League. Mr. GAVIT seems 
not too hopeful that a board of the 
highest character and competency 
will be. appointed at the-start. In 
an article on the subject in the cur- 
rent Survey he admits that the first 
appointees may be mediocre or 
worse, and the board may func- 
tion “in routine\and unimaginative 
fashion”; for the Assembly has not 
much enthusiasm for the new 
organism and the opposition to the 
expense May prevent adequate sal- 
aries. However, the step that has 
been taken will not be retraced and 
public opinion having gone so tar 
will go farther. Just now it could 
be most helpful if it were applied 
through an insistence upon getting 
the best men. If only America had 
ratified the convention, we should be 
in a position to lend a financial hand 
and make suggestions. As it is, we 
can only hope that the new “Cen- 
tral Board” will be “a reinforce- 
ment and not another futility.”

FRENCH INVENTIVE GENIUS. 


Americans have long prided them- 
selves on -their creative genius. 
Point to any conspicuous foreign 
invention, and a patriotic American 
will assure you that it originated 
in the native Yankee knack. Cer- 
tainly he would never look to France 
to steal the palm from him. Yet 
a serious menace to Yankee leader- 
ship may be seen in the “‘ Inventions 
Nouvelles’. described in the Sept. 1 
issue of Les Annales. The writer. 
of the article is drawing on_ his 
fancy, but he surely is inventive. 

According to him, the Paris sub- 
way company has decided to mod- 
ify the Métro so that nowhere along 
the line will there be a moment’s 
loss of time. Trains will be replaced 
by a sort of continuously moving 
sidewalk. Station platforms will be 
moving also, a treadmill system like 
the new stage effects in “ Good 
Boy.” Passengers will enter the 
subway by tobogganing down 38 
chute, leaping from the moving 
station platform and then, with a 
second jump, gaining the subway 
sidewalk. ._Leaving the station, the 
same system works in reverse ex- 
sept that a rapidly moving escalator 
replaces the toboggan entrance. 

Another clever invention is hu- 
morously said to have been spon- 
sored by M. DOUMERGUE. Since his 
accession to the Presidency he has 
had his automobile fitted with 
slightly oval wheels. This causes a 
rhythmic but not unpleasant jolt- 
ing, which permits the President, 
without any effort on his part, to 
salute the crowds along his route. 
The oval wheels provoke a discreet 
and tactful inclination of the body. 
Such an invention would be a boon 
to LINDBERGH. And candidates cam- 
paigning for public office should 
find it a great saver of energy. ‘The 
device is said to have been put into 
use in countries of the Near East, 
where attempts at assassination are 
too frequent. Sharply ovaled wheels, 
in this case, keep the occupant of 
the car bouncing and jolting at a 
rate to foil an attack on his life. 

For ordinary people, exposed only 
to the usual hazards of travel, a 
safety device called “The Human 
Arrow” has been invented. It is 
egg-shaped and made of sheet metal, 
thickly padded, designed for wear 
in airplane, motor or railroad car. 
It defies all accidents. When the 
crash comes, the passenger is shot 
out into neighboring field or river 
without suffering a scratch, quite 
in the style of the man who went 
over Niagara Falls in a huge rubber 
ball. 


NEW RULES FOR ACTORS. 


Ordinary employment agencies are 
licensed and inspected occasionally. 
Even the unfair practices with 
which they have recently been 
charged have gone on under a cloak 
of legality. Agencies to get work 
for actors are required, like any 
other, to have a license; but most 
of them have evaded that issue by 
declaring themselves “ personal rep- 
resentatives” of the manager or of 
the actor. The law restricts the 
fee for securing an actor a job to 
a half week’s salary, but these 
agents, by giving themselves an- 
other name, have proceeded with 
impunity to charge much higher 
rates, Most of them have insisted 
on a tenth of the salary for the 
entire run of the play for which 
they got an actor engaged. 

This. has been true in some in- 
stances in which their part in Jand- 
ing the job was extremely slight. 
Some of them have demanded an 
additional payment merely for regis- 
tering, and a bonus when ‘the actor 
signed his. contract. Certain :man- 
agers, described . by the Actors’ 
Equity Association as “some of the 
largest. and most- powerful,” have 
turned the casting of their plays 
over. to: an agent who has been re- 
quired to pay them for the privilege. 
In such cases, an actor who signed 
contract. at $100 a.:week: would 





be paying $5 weekly to the agent

actor, They provide for the fair 
treatment of him which was An- 
tended under the law.

ence. Under circumstances highly 
favorable to the actor ah agent 
may act'as‘a personal representa- 
tive. Under no circumstances will 
he be permitted to split his fees 
with managers or producers. 
The power of the actors’ union 
appears to be used here with the dis- 
cretion and control for which it has 
been notable since its origin. People, 
outside the theatre might imagine 
that an actor out of work could 
scorn an agent’s services and go 
directly to the producer, but there 
are more players than positions, 
and producers have found it con- 
venient and not at all expensive 
to use agents. One might wish that 
Equity had displayed similar good 
sense in its. rules concerning alien 
actors. - Instead of .encouraging a 
free, interchange of English and 
American players—a generous move 
which it could well afford to make— 
it has ratified the absurd regula- 
tions drawn up last Spring when a 
foolish quarrel crystallized bad feel- 
ing in the form of inhospitable rules. 


NICARAGUAN APPROACHES. 


Following America’s traditional 
policy of looking forward to the day 
when the Nicaragua Canal may be 
built, the State Department has 
made public the details of a three- 
sided arrangement between the 
United States, Nicaragua and Co- 
lombia, It helps to clarify certain 
disputed ‘points about the jurisdic- 
tion over some of the islands in the 
Caribbean off Nicaragua and over 
the Mosquito Coast. For more than 
a century Colombia has claimed not 
only the Mosquito Coast, which lies 
on the antic shore of Nicaragua, 
but the islands and keys lying off it. 
The Mosquito Coast and the nearest 
islands and keys, notably Little Corn 
and Great Corn, which the United 
States Government had leased from 
the Nicaraguan Government, are 
definitely recognized by Colombia as 
Nicaraguan territory. At the same 
time Nicaragua recognizes Colom- 
bia’s title to the islands further out 
to sea, notably the San Andres 
group and Santa Catalina. 

A third group of islands and keys 
lying to the north of the last named, 
and including Quita Suefio, Serrana 
and Roncador keys, are specifically 
excluded from the agreement, as title 
to these is in dispute between Colom- 
bia and the United States. A com- 
promise has been made whereby the 
United States is granted the right 
to maintain lighthouses and to safe- 
guard navigation, whereas. Colombia 
maintains the fishing rights. This 
appears to be satisfactory to the 
State Department and presumably 
to other branches of the’ Govern- 
ment. 

While there is nothing new or 
startling in this settlement, it is of 
interest in the bearing which it has 
on clearing the way for construc- 
tion of the Nicaragua Canal. ‘The 
islands are, of course, merely inci- 
dental in the potential defense of the 
canal route. As Admiral MAHAN 
pointed out years: ago, Jamaica is 
the key to the Caribbean, as it 
flanks the principal approaches from 
the north and east. It is true that 
the American naval base in Cuba 
and American control of Porto Rico 
and the Virgin Islands place the 
three principal entrances of the 
Caribbean, the Windward. Passage, 
the Mona Passage and the Yucatan 
Straits, under American control. But 


.| Jamaica.is nearer the centre, and 


so dominates all, 

The principal value of the islands 
off the Nicaraguan coast which 
have. been the subject of the recent 
negotiations is in connection with 
the protection of commerce. If ever 
the Nicaragua Canal is built, one 
of the principal shipping lines from 
the United States will run directly 
past the westernmost of these is- 
lands. It-is only natural, therefore, 
that the United States is. interested 
in seeing that these waters will be 
properly safeguarded with light- 
houses and other aids to navigation.

Ten airplanes carrying American 
election officials as observers cov- 
ered practically all of Nicaragua 
from daylight to dark, though planes 
which were headed toward the Hon- 
duras border were forced to return 
on account of a storm, All ground 
signals picked un by planes stated 
that no disorders had occurred and 
that large numbers were registering. 

A squadron of three planes led 
by Lieutenant Schilt visited the 
southern provinces and the Pacific 
Coast. -This squadron encountered 
bad weather but picked up ground 
signals from all points.

SNATCHES A PURSE 
TO ENTERTAIN GIRL 


Young Man With Ninety Cents 
and an Engagement Takes 
Woman’s Bag. 


CAUGHT AFTER A_ CHASE 


Police Find Stolen Property in His 
Possession—He Tells Story of 
Wealthy Connections, 


Because he had a luncheon appoint- 
ment with a young woman and only

According to the police, the purse, 
containing $79 in cash and $100 in 
checks, was found upon his person. 

The youth, according to the police, 
told them that he was the son of 
Charles Earl Wainright, prominent 
and wealthy Columbus architect, who 
died about ten years ago. He de- 
scribed himself as a former football, 
baseball and track athlete at Queen 
Anne High School, Columbus, and 
said that he had been expelled from 
Ohio State University for drinking 
after a term and a half of study.

WOULD PRESS POOL INQUIRY 


C. H. Tuttle, in Capital, Says Evi- 
dence of Lawbreaking Is'Plain. 


ALBANY, Sept. 23 (*).—Searching 
investigation of the Albany baseball 
pool’s operations was urged by 
Charles H. Tuttle, United States At- 
torney of the Southern New York 
District, in a statement issued here 
tonight. 

The attorney, who has been here 
for several days during a legal move 
seeking removal of two Albany men 
to New York City for prosecution in 
connection with the pool operations, 
said that such investigation of the 
ramifications and personnel of the 
pool should be made under ‘‘the per- 
fectly plain State statute dealing 
with gambling schemes, swindling 
and larceny.’’ 

“The testimony and proof which 
we submitted to Judge Cooper,”’ said 
the statement, ‘‘taken together with 
the three convictions which we ob- 
tained a short time ago, show that 
the so-called Albany baseball and 
stock market pool has been operat- 
ing for a long time.” 

It also had been shown, the state- 
ment continued, ‘‘that it took in mil- 
nons of dollars annually, and thar 
it not only had been operating in 
violation of the Constitution and 
laws of New’ York State; but also 
that it was a swindle, reaching from 
Albany into other cities, and even 
into other States.’’ 

The investigation by the Federal 
Grand Jury will continue, he said. 








MAN DYING ON TRAIN. 
LINKED 10 HOLD-UP 


Roadhouse Owner Says Victim 
of Bullet Was One of Three 
Who Held Up Jersey Inn. 


ONE OF ROBBERS WAS SHOT 


But Suspect Says Two. Men 
Wounded Him on Auto Ride—Com- 
panion on Rail Trip Vanishes.

PATERSON, N. J., Sept. 23.—When 
the 7:36 eastbound D. L. & W. train 
pulled in here this morning, a man 
who later disappeared, alighted and 
told the station agent*that he had a 
friend aboard who had been hurt in 
an automobile accident. The injured 
man, who was about 36 years old, 
was immediately taken to St. Joseph’s 
Hospital, where he was found to have 
a bullet wound in the abdomen. Up 
to the time of his death at 5:30 to- 
night policemen questioned him in a 
vain attempt to connect him with the 
hold-up of the Colonial Inn at Singac 
early this morning. 

One of the three men who had 
entered the roadhouse had been shot 
by pursuers as the trio escaped in a 
waiting car. Frank Donato, one of 
the proprietors of the inn, who was 
armed with a shotgun, together with 
Thomas Milsop, a special investigator 
from the County Prosecutor’s office, 
who. happened to be in the place, had 
rushed after the men following the 
hold-up,- Donato and Milsop fired a 
volley of shots at the men as they 
climbed into their car. A groan from 
one of the bandits was drowned in 
the roar of the rapidly starting car. 

So when County Detective William 
Drew heard that a seriously wounded 
man was in St. Joseph’s Hospital, 
he hurried there with City Detective 
Edward Moore to get the man’s 
story. With him he took Frank and 
Nicholas Donato, proprietors of the 
Colonial Inn, who identified the man 
as one of the bandits. 

Nevertheless, the wounded man, 
who said his. name was Charles 
Roller, insisted that he had left his 
home at 9 St. Mark’s Place, New 
York, the night before to visit a 
dance hall, where two strangers, his 
assailants, offered to take him for an 
automobile ride in New Jersey. A 
quarrel, which had been temporarily 
patched up in the dance hall, was 
renewed, and Roller was shot and 
thrown out of the car at Mountain 
View, near here, he said. He then 
made his way to a railroad station, 
he said. 

The Colonial Inn, which is midway 
between Paterson and Montclair, is 
patronized chiefly by residents of the 
latter place. At the time of the. hold- 
up, which netted the bandits $40, 
there were only a few persons in the 
roadhouse. 





2,500 LUNATICS FLEE BLAZE. 


Fire Does $15,000 Damage to Missis- 
sippi Insane Hospital. 


JACKSON, Miss., Sept. 23 @).—Fire 
early today on the fourth floor of 
the State Insane Hospital here, in 
which 2,500 persons were housed, 
caused $15,000 damage before it was 
brought under control. 

Inmates on the upper floors were 
marched out without disorder, while 


firemen battled the flames and suc- 
ceeded in confining them to the 
fourth floor and roof. Two inmates 
escaped. 

An inmate is believed to have set 
a mattress on fire either to get a 
thrill or in the hope of escaping. 





Find Body in Staten Island Pond. 

The body of an unidentified man 
was found floating in Brady’s pond, 
Grassmere, S. I., last night. It 
was clothed in a black suit, a 
gabardine raincoat and brown shoes. 
In the pockets were found a'Chinese 
laundry check and a fountain pen. 
The police said the body had evi- 
dently been in the water for two or 
three weeks. The man was described 
as about 50 years old, 5 feet 4 
inches tall, 190 pounds in weight, 
with black hair and black mustache.

Blind War Veteran, Who Will Be 
Legion Guest in Texas, to 
Meet Mayor on Afrival. 





Major Georges Scapini, member of 
the French Chamber of Deputies, 
blind war veteran and guest of honor 
at the American Legion Convention 
which opens in San’ Antonio, Texas, 
on Oct. 8, will arrive tomorrow 
morning on the French liner'Ile de 
France. He will be officially wel- 
comed at City Hall by Mayor Walker. 
The Mayor’s reception committee, a 
national reception committee and 
representatives of the American Le- 
gion will go down the bay on the

Major Scapini’s primary object is 
to attend the legion convention, at 
which he will be the only official 
French guest.

In spite of his 
blindness, the result of the explosion 
of a German shell in the ruins of 
Neuville, Major Scapini is consid- 
ered one of the finest horsemen in 
Paris. In a wireless message sent 
several days ago from the liner he 
asked that a riding horse be pro- 
vided for him during his stay’in New 
York, as he is very anxious to try 
the. bridle paths of Central Park.

PROBABLE SUM IN. DOUBT 


Bankers Endeavoring to Restrict 
Outflow, but London Money Mar- 
ket Fails to Strengthen. 


Special Cable to Taw New YorEe Trees. 
LONDON,. Sept. 21.—The past 
week’s fall in sterling was distinctly 
ascribed to the increased pressure 
for money in your market. After 
the temporary check which followed 
the recent easier New York call 
money rate, funds are again being 
attracted from London, and the 
market is quite prepared to see the 
gold movement turn distinctly in 
America’s favor. How long or how 
strongly such a movement may 
run, bankers are unable to estimate 
with any degree of accuracy. 
rts here to keep the bank’s 
gold/ holdings reasonably in hand 
without recourse to raising of the 
bank rate, plus efforts of the Federal 
Reserve authorities to meet legiti- 
mate trade requirements, will, it is 
hoped, confine gold exports to the 
United States to moderate dimen- 
sions.

Notwithstanding London’s 
actual loss of gold this month and 
the further withdrawals that appear 
to be in sight, considerable difficulty 
is being experienced in maintaining 
discount rates. This somewhat anom- 
alous position is due to the com- 
parative scarcity of bills, coupled 
with a keen demand for three-month 
drafts, which, owing to the fact 
that they mature at the end of the 
year, are extremely profitable. These 
conditions, however, are probably | C° 
only temporary, and firmer London 
money rates are anticipated soon. 
In the case of Germany, sterling 
exchange has fallen so considerably, 
as measured in reichsmarks, that 
gold is now being sent in large 
amounts from London to Berlin. 
Last Tuesday Germany took £500,000 
from the open market here, and on 
Thursday it purchased £700,000 gold 
from the Bank of. England. 


Why Germany Takes Gold. 
This gold represents credits which 
Germany has been obliged to obtain 
in London, either to replace funds 
lost to America or because American 
bankers were unable to continue 
making advances on the same scale 
as hitherto. If Germany’s. actual 
foreign trade balance were the only 
influence, sterling should stand at a 
considerable premium on marks, in-

LONDON, Sept. 21.—Bankers: re- 
port some improvement in the Brit- 
ish trade outlook. The Westminster 
Bank bulletin summarizes the posi- 
tion by stating that general indica- 
tions are favorable. It points out 
that the world's harvests and the 
production of raw materials are on a 
bountiful scale. The United States 
has recovered from last Autumn’s 
recession in trade activity. Europe 
is not threatened by any wave of 
economic depression, while on the 
other side of the world the outlook 
for a period of political peace and 
economic reconstruction in China is 
reasonably bright.

Wireless to THE New York Trxzs, 
BERLIN, Sept. 21.—German grain 
authorities estimate that Europe’s 
total cereal crop this year will be 
about the same as in 1927, wheat 
production being rather larger than 
last. year with. production of rye, 
oats and barley somewhat smaller.

The International Agricultural In- 
stitute estimates wheat production 
in the group of European countries 
for which provisional statistics have 
appeared at 20,152,100 metric tons, 
as against the 18,579,300 tons of a 
year ago.

GH, Sept. 22.—The sum 
total of steel consumption has been 
running as heavy. as)it.can, be ex- 
pected to.be in the. nearby. future, 
and indeed the next ‘turn, *‘unless 
there are changes in general trade 
conditions, will be the usual seasonal 
decrease as the end of the year ap- 
proaches. 

Various lines of steel consumption 
fall:in the category of those: that 
have already made the best showing 
possible. Specific citation may be 
made of two in which there are sta- 
tisties, structural steel fabricating 
and automobile and truck building. 
In’ the first four months of this 
year fabricated structural steel let- 
tings ran slightly above those in the 
same period of last year. In: the 
next three months there were gains 
over the four-month average of 28 
per cent..in May, 25 per cent. in 

une and 22 per cent. in July. 

The higher pace dated from about 
Mayi, and in July and August mill 
shipments of plain material, and 
therefore _ steel production, already 
reflected the increased price: It is 
true that August lettings at 356,250 
tons made a new high record for 
any month, but one month does not 
alter things. materially. Also there 
is the record of shipments - of 
fabricated matei%e] by the struc- 
tural. shops. They made a new high 
record in August with 300,000 tons, 
while the steel had been made 
weeks before. There are statistics 
of monthly shipments for four 
years, and in each year shipments 
decreased after October, and the 
corresponding steel production 
would reflect this about a month 
sooner. 

Observing the automobile produc- 
tion statistics ‘along the same line, 
August made a new high record for 
any month in all time, passing the 
previous record of April, 1926, but 
the steel involved had been made 
chiefly in July. The regular ex- 
perience has been for automobile 
production to decrease markedly 
month by month after August, 
and the best that can be said of 
this year is that the decrease will 
be smaller than usual. Little de- 
crease is expected before late in 
October. September will show a 
considerable decrease but that will 
be due chiefly to there being about 
15. per. cent. less. working time this 
month than last. 

Much the same principle hokis good 
with line pipe for oil and gas lines, 
although there are no statistics. Be- 
ginning with some large orders 
— late in June there has been 

eavy buying of line pipe in the last 
ninety days, but some of the early 
orders, for rush’ production; are be- 
fice me play out, and it seems un- 

ikely that much new business will 

be uidertaken so late in the year. 

The next line pipe ~e are likely 
to be for Spring la 

Another viewpoin ou which to 
study the future is that of steel 
ingot production, as reported. monthly 
through August and estimated for 
September. In percentage of as- 
sumed capacity this runs: Five-month 
average, 86 r cent.; June, 76 per 
cent. ; July, 1 per cent.; ; aoe , 82 
per cent.; September, 83 to per 
cent. Thus production ar been 
heavy to date, and the usual trend 
has been of decreasing production in 
the last two or three months of the 

ear. 

The third viewpoint would be that 
of the flow of orders, but this show- 
ing is beclouded by recent efforts of 
mills to mark up prices in the ma- 
jority of lines, in “4 shapes, plates, 
sheets, hot-rolled strips and cold- 
rolled ‘strips. Sept.10, with. perhaps 
a week or two leeway in some lines, 
was set as the time when specifying 
on third-quarter contracts should be 
completed, also when sales for cur-

Revision - to Time of Liens’ 
Attachment. 


LIENOR PARITY NEED SEEN 


Protection for Material Men and 
Diversion of Bullding Funds 
Also Considered. i 


Proposed amendments to the New 
York State Lien law, which may be 
offered to the Legislature next Win- 
*a%, are discussed in the current Dow 
Service Daily Building Reports by 
Frederick Hulse of Eidlitz & Hulse, 
building trade counselors. His dis- 
cussion summarizes an address de- 
livered by him at the recent con- 
vention of the New York State Title 
Association in Niagara Falls, Can- 
ada. The proposed changes. would 
affect only four phases of the pres- 
ent law, according to Allen E. Beals, 
editor of the Dow service. They 
would include revision of the time a 
lien is to attach, the matter of prior- 
ity among lienors, better protection 
for material men and subcontractors 
and a method for preventing the 
diversion of borrowed building con- 
struction funds. 

“New York is almost alone among 
the States of the Union in its re- 
quirement that the notice of lien 
must be filed before the lien will at- 
tach,’’ Mr. Hulse says. ‘‘Under the 
law as it now stands, subcontractors 
and material men complain that a 
building may be sold or mortgaged 
‘while in process of erection and their 
lien rights thereby rendered value- 
less. This mischief may be remedied 
by providing that the lien shall at- 
tach from the time of the commence- 
ment of the work. Such a provision 
is found in the statutes of most of 
the States. The criticism made of 
such a provision is, however, that it 
is impossible to determine by any 
record when a title is or may be 


.encumbered with liens. The time 
when work commences: on an im- 
provement can be determined only 
by an inspection of the site or the 
building, and whether any work has 
actually been commenced or any ma- 
terials delivered may be involved in 
uncertainty. This difficulty, how- 
ever, might be overcome by requir- 
ing the owner to file a notice of 
commencement and providing in the 
law that the liens shall attach from 
the time of the filing of such notice.

on the job. The owner, therefore, in 
order to limit the period in which 
liens could be filed, might be given 
the privilege of Peak a notice of 
completion and Fr ring that all 
notices of lien pe be filed within 
a fixed period after the filing of the 
notice of completion, By such pro- 


visions a title searcher would be able} 93 


to determine the earliest date on 
which liens could attach and the last 
date on which notices of liens could 
be filed. 

“The second phase of the law 
which seems to need correction is 
that which: deals -with the question of 

riority among lienors themselves. 
Under the present New York act the 
claimant who files the first notice 
of lien has the preference’ over all 
lienors. If the claim of the lienor 
who filed the first notice is. sufficient 
to exhaust all the moneys to which 
liens will attach. his lien may be sat- 
isfied in full, while the other lienors 
get nothing. Such a provision seems 
to be indefensible. So far as I have 
examined the statutes, such a pro- 
vision is not to be found in the stat- 
utes of any other State or in the 
statutes of the Canadian Provinces. 
All liens should be upon a parity, so 
that all lienors would share equally 
in whatever sum is available. 

“As to better protection of funds 
in the hands of owner which are due 
or to grow due to the general con- 
tractor for the benefit of subcon- 
tractors and material men, it is sug- 
gested that the general contractor, 
whenever he receives a payment, be 
required to file with the owner an 
itemized statement naming all his 
subcontractors and material men, 
and showing all his liabilities on the 
job, and providing that these state- 
ments from time to time be available 
to any interested material man or 
subcontractor. It might be further 
advisable to require the .owner to 
‘retain a certain percentage of the 
contract price until thirty days after 
completion. of the work so that there 
would at all times be available a 
reserve to which liens might attach.
